SPANISH  IRIS 

These  exquisite  and  dainty  flowers  may  be  justly  termed  the 
“poor  man’s  orchid,”  as  the  colorings  and  markings  are  scarcely 
surpased  by  that  noble  genus.

Sharp  builders'  sand,  to  the  depth  of  1 inch  beneath  base  of 
the  bulbs  will  amply  repay  by  more  luxurious  spikes  and 
larger  flowers.  A situation  well  open  to  the  sun  suits  them 
best,  and,  like  all  bulbous  Irises  offered,  a slight  mulch  will 
prove  beneficial.
